THE FORCOTTEN MAN 

Approximately a year hanypn-ispd since 
Adolf Hitler disappeared from the world's 
view. He died In the nilnn of Bf^rllr, his lu- 
Koclntes snld. Protiably It Is so Thus the (Civ- 
ilization which he nlmost dt'stroyed was 
cheated of Its vcnRcance, Yet the end which 
overtook- him Is perhaps more Just and fit- 
ting than a trial before humanity and death 
upon the gallows would have been. 

For Adolf Hitler, the man. was a nincom- 
poop, an inalftnlficnnt creature without men- 
tal distinction or physical grandeur. Ar q 
political hypnotist, as the incarnation of a 
national depravity, he was an earth-shnklng 
tyrant who scourRcd' the world with a pack 
of bloodthlr-rty hellions at his heel.?. But as 
a man, he wan nothinn. 

HItlor'3 sen,'!0 of the theatrical would 
have been offended by his death. It was an 
antl-cllmax devoid of any dramatic Impact. 
He, the de.stroyer, was .swallowed up and foJ- 
ROtten In the deslnictlon that he created. 
The dissolution of his country fwhlch he, 
wllledl and the triumph of his enemies 
(which he could not prevent) completely 
overshadowed his per.sonal demise. 

Perhaps they still .speak of Adolf Hitler In 
Oermany. Uia name keeps cropplnft up at 

- the Nuernberg trials, whore his posthumous 
role Ib that of scapeRoat for his captive 
henchmen. But elsewhere Adolph Hitler, the 
man, is all but forRotten. 

The name which millions of his vlctl) 
cursed is seldom spoken. The death tor which 
millions prayed was reported, disbelieved, 
then gradually accepted. With hardly more 
than a sigh ot relief, the troubled world 
moved on. 

■ But that troubled world cannot fontet 
Adolf Hitler's legacy. It Is like the IlnRcring 
complications of an acute Illness. The com- 
plications remain to plaRue and cripple long 
after the attack thnit caused them has passpd 
■— from conscious memory. 

So men today arc trying to piece tocether 
the broken fragmenti of a world which Hit- 
ler bequeathed. They are largely conscious 
of the task at hand, of suffering and misery 
nnprecedented In history, ot the difficulty 
of building peace even with the ghastly sou- 
venirs of war all about them. 

And that Is Adolf Hitler's triumph. His 
Efhost still __wa]fc5 the. earth. It surveys the 
ruin which, if he could not have world rule, 
he desired and decreed. 

Perhaps -we should remember more vivid- 
ly tlio Adolf Hitler of the plastered forelock, 
Uie bulging eves, the Chaplin mustache, the 
.llarrow shoulders, and the chubby hips. For 
If the people of the world and their states- 

- men do not now create an International at- 
mosohere of peace and contentment and 
trust, another Adolt Hitler can come for- 
ward as the spaflf which will touch off the 
last great war.

REPORT ON PALESTINE 
.ne report containing recommendations on 
Palestine by the Anglo- American Inquiry 
committee is not without Its good points, but 
■ It does not settle anything. 

The admission of 100,000 displaced Euro- 
— pean Jews will not solve the problem o( the 
million or more Jewish survivors ot nazl op- 
pression still In Ejirope. Nor does It suggest an 
lUtlmafi^ decision as to who shall govern 
Palestine. Rather, it sidesteps the question by 
. aaying that since Palestine is holy land, it 
cannot be claimed by any race or religion as 
ItB very own. " 

Zionists have expressed displeasure with 
the recommendations, and the Arabs have 
threatened war If attempts are made to carry 
them out. Apparently, then, a forcible solu- 
tion Is going to.be required, and tfils might 
logically be a Job for the United Nations. 

The present "solution" Is certainly a threat 
to peace, since war has already been threat- 
ened. And the middle east being the trouble 
spot that It la today, a war in Palestine couW 
conceivably -spread and Involve several coun- 
tries. 

The problem of Palestine has long been a 
thorny one. Efforts to solve it~of which the 
present la only one of many— have been fruit- 
less. It will not be an easy ]ob for anyone, but 
the xm looks like the logical place to start 
a, new tttterapt. .
